The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Amend the allowed claims 8 and 12 as follows: 

8. A method to elicit an immune response against influenza in a subject, said method 
comprising administering to the subject an influenza vaccine prepared by a 
method which comprises: 

providing a mixture of at least one influenza hemagglutinin (HA) antigen 

with a proteosome preparation in the presence of detergent, wherein the 

ratio of proteosomes to antigen is between 2:1 and 8:1; 

removing detergent from said mixture by diafiltration or ultrafiltration to 

obtain a proteosome-HA composition, and 

formulating said composition into a vaccine. 

12. A method to elicit an immune response against influenza in a subject, said method 
comprising administering to the subject a composition effective in shifting an

immune response against the influenza infection from a Type 2 response toward a 
Type 1 response, which composition is prepared by a method which comprises: 
providing a mixture of at least one influenza hemagglutinin (HA) antigen 
with a proteosome preparation in the presence of detergent, wherein the 
ratio of proteosomes to HA is between 2:1 and 8:1; and 
removing detergent from said mixture by diafiltration or ultrafiltration to 
obtain a proteosome-HA composition.
